munition. The Governour was Don Pedro Figuei- 
ro, formerly Envoy of Portugal at Madrid. ’Tis an 
Epifcopal Ciry, and has a Right of fending a Deputy 
to. the Cortes. There ate in it about 5000 Inhabi- 
tants, 9 Parifhes, 2 Monaftrics, 1 Nunnery, and a 
College of Jefuices.
